The advcTGc criticism Twin Fulls county 
Is rccclvlnc as a result of Its cbntt-oversy with 
the OPA over the salft olffl ttnctor is, to our 
way ol thinking, an unforlunBtc-lncldciU^aL 
should be terminated as qulcklyns posBlble 
without further ador— — ' 

The OPA has taken issue with the county 
lor attempting- to sell tho tractor at a figure 
considerably above celling price. 

The county contends that tho tractor was 
Eold according to law— at public auction to 
the highest and' best bidder. 

Alter W. C. Hulbert of Twin Falls had 
bought the tractor with a high bid of $1,050. 
the locol price panel of the OPA ndvUsd him 
he would be violating OPA reffulatlonn K ho 
paid the price ho bid, 
-The county then filed suit In district court 
asking that Hulbert be ordered to pay the 
over-celling price. 

As we have pointed out repeatedly, the OPA 
on numerous occasions ho^ been open to Just 
criticism, but that docs liot tnoan that every' 
thing it docs Is wrong. This Is one case in 
which we think the OPA is right. 

CcUlng prices on farm machinery obviously 
■ V/tre established to protect the farmers. It 
Implement dealers and others are not permit- 
ted to take advantage- of existing conditions 
thph why should a county government expect 
to sellWuIpment at prices above these recog- 
nized cdlTngs? 

If such conflicts were encountered during 
peacetime it would bo a different story, and 
the county as a matter of principle would be 
JUEtUled In forcing a .ihowdown'to determine 
who was running its affairs — the county It- 
^colf or some government bureau. 

But now we're confronted with a serious 
wartime emergency, when many legal tech- 
nicalities must bo hurdled to expedite vlc- 

■ -tory. It's no tlhie for thc-county to be raising 
all this fuss over the disposition of a $150 
tractor. 

From the OPA standpoint it's different. II 
price ceilings are to be effective they must be 
enforced In all Instances, and tho precedent 
of any oxceptloii only selves to undermine 
the whole structure. 

Most likely, Mr. Hulbort wa.i .innocent of 
any wrongdoing in making his bid above the 
celling price and it's hardly fair to make him 
a guinea pig In any such litigation. 

Why not give him the tractor at the es- 
tablished celling price and call quits to this 
' whole affair which, from the county's stand- 
point, already has been magnified many

Income Taxpayer Allowed to 
Make Own Estimate of Debt 



WASHINOTON, 8ept. 7 (JP)— An 
"alternatlVB work sheet" Is provided 
for those who want lo use li Ir 
preparing the Sept. IS tax declara- 
tion. Here Is Uie treasury's descrip- 
tion of It: 

Insleil ol receiving an Income tax 
bill from the collector of Internal 
revenue In sdrincc ol the third 
quarterly pajmrnt duo. this y 
a taxpayer who h rcqulrcil to

Persons, whoie e.illmatcil income 
Is not over 110.000, have the cholt 
of using two noik ihectj. One la a 
aSmpMllcfl lorm, which was mailed 
all federal lncD}ne taxpayers with 
a eel ol Inslnictlons containing a 
table which Mtows-^lhc taxpayer, 
after he has figured his total estl- 
niated Income, Ui quickly compute 
his tax. The table makes oUowance 
for earned income credit and lor 
deductions such as interest, uxes 
and contrlbutiom. 

■ other Form 

The other Is an alteniatlve form, 
which may be obtnlned upon request 
Irom the local collector, which per- 
mits a more preclw computation ot 
eatlmatea tai. TWi li Intenied lor 
the use of taxpayers whose probable 
Income is over lio.ooo or those with 
smaller Incomes who expect to have 
imusuallyJarge deductions or other- 
wise desire to make a more detslled 
computation ol their tax. 

In either cue, an emended dec- 
laraMon may be tlleiTDeo. 15, and 
adjustment In esllmites and pay- 
ments may be made. When a linal 
and accurst* return U Wed on 
March IS nixt. credits or relunds 
win be made It there have been 
over-payments. 

In general, tho ilems ol the-work 
sheet relative to Income, deductions 
and tax are ihe same as on 'the 
Ihial Income tax return which will 
be filed next March tor the year 
1B43. A Uble Is included .ehowtnf 
tho turtax rates appUcablE to the 
various Income brackets.
